The exquisite half tones in this volume 
show that Detrdit is a very beautiful city. 








PostAL receipts at the fifty largest postoffices in the 
United States in September aggregated $5,905,969, as 
compared with $5,508,589 in the corresponding month 
of 1903. Receipts at the New York postoffice in Sep- 
tember, 1903, were $1,152,338. In September this year 
they aggregated $1,249,760, a gain of $97,430 or 8.45 
per cent. As a business barometer this ought to give 
confidence to a few of the timid brethren who have 
been holding back on account of the presidential year 


bogy. 








TrabeE, our Detroit contemporary, calls attention to 
the recent petition in bankruptcy filed against the 
Green Premium Stamp Co. of New York. The hard- 
ware dealers and other merchants who have been giv- 
ing out these stamps will certainly not find that they 
have made many friends among those of their cus- 
tomers who have been collecting these stamps which 
now turn out to be. valueless. 








REPORTS On representative trade movements in the 
internal commerce of the country, as made to the De- 
partment of Cormmerce and Labor through its Bureau 
of Statistics, show that for the first eight months of 
the year live stock receipts reached a total of 20,960,- 
342 head at the five leading markets of Chicago, Kan- 
sas City, Omaha, St. Louis, and St. Joseph. To the 
same date a year ago 20,485,307 head were received, 
in comparison with 19,804,119 head in 1902. Out of 
the entire total received thus far this year there were 
4,947,090 cattle and calves, 10,569,870 hogs, 5,169,159 
sheep, and 274,223 horses and mules. 
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Grain movements at interior centers, especially the 
more southern markets, have begun to show increasing 
volume from the new crop yield. At Kansas City, 
which may be taken as a representative market in the 
winter wheat section, receipts of grain for August 
were 10,889,900 bushels, against 3,084,600 bushels in 
July. 








Exports from the United States to British Africa 
were about 11% million dollars in the eight months 
ending August 31, 1904, as compared with over 20 
millions for the corresponding period in each of the 
two years preceding. Of this $11,451,000 exports to 
al! British Africa, $9,659,000, or 85 per cent, went 
to British South Africa; and it is a noteworthy fact 
that South Africa is our only foreign market in which 
our sales do not seem to be increasing. 








Wa. R. PRENDERGAsT in an address before the re- 
cent meeting of the Pennsylvania Bankers’ Association 
at Atlantic City, N. J., called attention to the fact that 
the spread of commerce would be impossible without 
credit and that the absence of credit would result in 
contraction and inertia. He aptly characterized credit 
as the road along which nations advanced from bar- 
barism to civilization. He said that credit was due 
to the transactions for revolving the principle of credit, 
a principle which has been subject to the tremendous 
development from the period mentioned. To-day it is 
believed that at least 95 per cent, some say 99 per cent 
of all business transactions are conducted upon a credit 
basis, showing the smaller percentage which money in 
circulation bears to the gross clearings of the banks 
of the nation, Mr. Prendergast quoted figures for the 
United States as follows: General stock of money, in 
the United States, July 1, 1904, $2,801,865,204; held 
in the treasury as assets of the government, $280,713,- 
677, leaving $2,521,151,527 in circulation. The money 
in circulation July 1, 1903, was $2,376,323,210. Clear- 
ings in the United States in 1903 were $114,068,- 
837,569. 








THE world’s commerce in the latest year for which 
statistics are available is pictured in the annual report 
of the Chief of the Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor, recently published. It 
shows the total exports of all nations of the world to 
be, in the latest year available, $10,515,000,000, and 
the value of the total imports of all nations, $11,809,- 
000,000. This would give the total value of the world’s 
imports and exports combined as $22,324,000,000, but 
since ail articles which were counted as exports be- 
came in turn imports when they entered the country 
of destination, it would appear that the actual value 
of the articles entering into international commerce is, 
in round terms, $11,000,000,000, 

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics also estimates 
the value of the articles forming the internal com- 
merce of the United States at about 22 billions of dol- 
lars in a single year. This estimate is formed by tak- 
ing the census valuation of the manufactures, agricul- 
tural products, products of the fisheries and forests, 
etc., and adding thereto the cost of transportation be- 
tween producer and the first consumer, and thus in- 
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cludes in the estimated value of the internal commerce 
only a single transaction in each article. 








MUTUAL insurance is steadily gaining headway in 
the retail hardware world. That the formation of such 
companies is a shrewd business stroke is shown by 
the experience of rubber manufacturers along this 
line. 

The rates on rubber factories when these manufac- 
turers formed a mutual were so high that many of 
them could not afford to carry any insurances, and 
when the company was organized with rubber men 
making rules for the guidance of rubber men the 
business commenced to look up, and to-day the de- 
spised rubber factory of 1884 can get a $1,000 policy 
for $1.50, while in 1884 it had to pay $30 for the same 
identical $1,000 policy. You can very readily see from 
this that one trade making rules for itself to follow 
and having a company of its own to carry them out, 
the company is practically assured of success at the 
start. Now, what was done by the rubber manufac- 
turers in 1884 certainly can be done by retail hardware 
dealers in every state in 1905. 








THE trade of the United States with Canada is 
shown from the standpoint of the United States in a 
series of tables included in the Annual Report of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, just made public by 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, while tables 
also received by the Bureau of Statistics from the 
Canadian government present a picture of that trade 
from the Canadian standpoint. Curiously, while the 
two statements relate to the same trade and are pre- 
sented for fiscal years which terminate in each case 
on June 30, the figures of values differ materially. 

The statement of the United States exports to Can- 
ada for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904, shows 
a total of $131,274,346, while the Canadian statement 
of imports from the United States which should in- 
clude only the articles classified as exports from the 
United States to Canada, shows a total value of such 
imports of $143,010,578, or a total 12 million dollars 
greater than the United States statement of export 
values of presumably the same articles. An examina- 
tion of the Canadian and United States figures for 
other years also shows a material difference of state- 
ment. In the fiscal year 1903 the Canadian figures of 
imports from the United States exceed by 5 millions 
the figures of the United States showing exports to 
Canada, and this is true of the figures for the fiscal 
vear 1902. 





The Chicago Chronicle seems to be as 
wobbly on the question of steam and hot 
water heating as on that of politics, as its 
flop from democracy to republicanism is no more ex- 
treme than some of its diverse views on the question 
of the healthfulness of steam and hot water heating. 
L.ast March this erudite daily published an editorial on 
the subject of “Steam Heat and Pneumonia,” in which 
it tried to show that the increase in the number of 
deaths from pneumonia in recent years was caused by 
the more general use of steam heat. This view was

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combatted by the writer as well as a number of prac- 


tical heating men. We pointed out that the sections of 
Chicago where the percentage of deaths from pneu- 
monia were the largest in proportion to the population 
were not the sixth, seventh and twenty-fifth wards, 
where the percentage of dwellers in steam heated flats 
was the largest. 

We were considerably gratified in looking over this 
paper for Sept. 25th to find an editorial article repro- 
duced elsewhere in which landlords were urged to in- 
stall steam and hot water system in their flat buildings 
on the ground of an eventual economy. We felt 
pleased that the Chronicle had noted the error of its 
ways and was doing justice to this form of heating ap- 
paratus, but on looking at the Oct. 11th issue of this 
paper, we noted that this journal had turned another 
somersault on the heating question and was on the 
wrong side of the matter a second time. In this latest 
screed this paper says: 

“The old builders of so-called air-tight stoves com- 
monly supplied them with some means of keeping 
water constantly evaporated in the air of the rooms. 
The old furnace builders equipped them with water 
pans for a like purpose. Neither was quite all that was 
to be desired, but when regularly attended to they were 
far better than nothing, as every old housekeeper who 
has smelled the ‘burning iron’ when the pan went dry 
very well knows. 

“When machines for heating living-rooms with 
steam or hot water radiators were introduced every pre- 
caution or provision of this kind was abandoned. The 
heating engineer seemed-to act on the assumption that 
nothing of the kind is needed with the new machines 
because the radiators are heated by water or its 
product, steam, though he takes the utmost care that 
nothing of the moisture of the heating medium shall 
ever be permitted to leak into the rooms. He knows 
that humidity in the air is indispensable to comfort ana 
to health, yet he takes infinite pains not to let any into 
the rooms and to dry out of the air by heating over and 
over again all that may be in it when the heat is turned 
on.” 

A prominent loca! heating man to whom we referred 
this latest flop on the heating question in advising us 
concerning the matter, says: “We quite agree with 
you that “The Chronicle’ seems rather wabbly on the 
heating question, and it has seemed to us that the editor 
who writes along this line is somewhat prejudiced and 
will not take pains to look on more than one side of the 
subject. The article seems very bigoted and unques- 
tionably should be classified as such. 

“The writer personally addressed a letter to the edi- 
tor under date of March 30th, which should have pro- 
duced a far more liberal view of the subject of heating 
by steam and water if the editor had read the letter 
or if he was open to a consideration of all sides of the 
subject. 

“To our mind it is just as sensible to blame pneu- 
monia on a bath tub because people will insist upon 
bathing in it, as to try to make heating by steam or 
water responsible for that disorder. Some things are 
too absolutely ridiculous to give them serious consid- 
eration and we are at the present moment inclined to 
classify this editorial in that category.”

“And all this in the face of the facts that we never had a 
cleaner list of political candidates; that trade is fairly boom- 
ing all over the country; that strikes, though bad enough, are 
not worse than they have been for the last twenty years, 
while labor is learning that the patience of American people is 
being exhausted, and that right, not might, must rule, and 
trusts are recognizing that the people have claims which must 
be observed. Indeed, the industrial atmosphere shows healthier 
signs of clearing than ever before. 

“Go to, Mr. Howler, you are a nuisance.” 
These pregnant messages deserve to be chewed and 
digested.

HERE is an extract from the constitution of the 
United States Steel Corporation: 


“It shall be the duty of the secretary to be in attendance 
at all meetings of the board of trustees and of the stockhold- 
ers and to keep a record of the same. He shall be custodian 
of the blank certificates of stock of the corporation and shal! 
properly keep a record of stock certificates issued and coun- 
tersigned all such certificates issued, and shall sign 
all contracts entered into under direction of the board of 
trustees. He shall have charge of the corporate seal and af- 
fix the same to all instruments requiring a.seal. He shall be 
custodian of all papers and documents of the corporation ex- 
cept as otherwise prescribed by the board of trustees. He 
shall keep a record of the stockholders and their addresses as 
furnished by the stockholders. He shall properly keep all ac- 
counts of the corporation and generally discharge such duties 
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as pertain to his office and as are prescribed by the board of 
trustees. He shall furnish a surety bond guaranteeing his 
fidelity in such sum as the board of trustees shali direct. He 
shall receive such compensation as the board of trustees shall 
determine, and the board of trustees is authorized to provide 
such secretary with such assistance as is desirable and to 
make payment therefor.” 

It sounds as if it were, does it not? To tell the 
truth, it is not, but is taken from the constitution of 
the Washington State Grocers’ Association. It goes 
to show that the retail grocers in this western state at 
least have constructed their organization on more rigid 
lines than one customarily sees in hardware asso- 
ciations.

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And do you think there would be a good demand 
for a kerosene oil stove that would be as durable as a 
gasolene stove and that would be burning full flame 
thirty (30) seconds after starting as compared to three 
or four minutes with the blue flame oil stoves now on 
the market?

THE JOURNEYMEN’S BIG BALANCE. 








\ balance of $80,482.46 is the modest sum with 
which the United Association of Journeymen Plumb- 
ers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and Helpers of the 
United States and Canada started business for the new 
year. This enormous surplus was shown in the recent 
report of the association’s secretary-treasurer, the total 
receipts being given as $307,724.20 and the expendi- 
tures, $227,241.74. 

The significance of the figures lies in the fact that 
eighteen months ago the association had less than $5,- 
000 on hand. The extraordinary growth of the bal- 
ance is clue, in a great measure, to the high dues system 
which has been applied to a portion of the membership. 
Those who paid dues for the year numbered 17,944, 
which would indicate that the average quota of each 
member was about $17.10.

The different angles of vision show that there is need of greater unison in the 


ranks of legitimate merchandising—a consummation that is felicitously nearer with each 


succeeding month. 


RETALIATION. 


S. M. E., —-, Iowa, writes: 
TRADE PAPERS PRAISED, 


“I have followed closely the excellent work done toward 
meeting catalogue house competition by various agencies in 
the hardware trade. I think THe AMERICAN ARTISAN and 
other trade papers are to be warmly congratulated for the 
splendid work they have done along this line. 


ASSOCIATIONS HAVE DONE WELL. 


‘The Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, and 
other state hardware associations have, I believe, exerted an 
effective influence in checking the trade demoralization which 
would otherwise ensue from the growth of catalogue houses. 
[he National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association has 
proven a serious set-back to the sale of hardware by these 
firms, and too much cannot be said for the hearty co-operation 
we have received from the National Hardware Association, 
and also from the rather backward hardware manufacturers 
who are now commencing to see the light and are coming into 
line. It is no more than right that the distributed forces who 
sell over nine-tenths of all the hardware sold in this country 
should put a stop to the trade demoralization caused by a 
few catalogue houses in Chicago. 


SOMETHING WILL HAPPEN IN 1905. 


Owing to the strenuous efforts of the hardware fraternity, 
who probably stand next to the banking interests in intelli- 
gence and wealth, the demoralization of markets caused by 
the illegitimate tactics of catalogue houses may show a 
derided decrease during 1905, and then again it may show a 
decided increase. 


HARDWARE IS ONLY A SMALL PERCENTAGE OF CATALOGUE HOUSE 
BUSINESS. 


The way I figure this latter proposition out is something 
like this: The hardware business transacted by the average 
catalogue house-is but a trifling percentage of its business in 
implements, drugs, groceries, clothing, jewelry, stationery, etc. 
If these other trades should put up the aggressive anti-cata- 
logue fight which the hardware dealers are preparing, they 
could in a short time drive the catalogue houses out of busi- 
ness. 

WOULD BE FORCED TO EXTREME MEASURES. 


So if the united hardware world, manufacturer and job- 
ber, retailer and editor, all working strenuously in a common 
cause, should accomplish their desires of putting the cata- 
logue houses to the bad as regards the sale of hardware, the 
only business step left to these concerns would be to sel] hard- 
ware at cost or below cost all along the line in order to terrify 
combinations of retail druggists, clothing merchants, jewelers, 
etc., in order to prevent them from perfecting an organization 
similar to that in the hardware field, and forcing the catalogue 
houses to drop the sale of another line of goods. 


SHOULD NOT BEAR THE BRUNT ALONE. 


It is all very well for the hardware trade to recognize 
this evil and to take steps to nullify the power of the cata- 
logue houses to demoralize the hardware market, but it seems 
to me that rather than plunge recklessly into the front of the 
battle and stand all the expense of a counter attack on the 
part of the catalogue houses which even purely defensive 
tactics may force them to adopt, I believe the National Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association and the National Hardware 
Association should, through their secretaries, confer -with 





siniilar bodies in the grocery, stationery, carriage, drug, imple- 
ment, and other trades, and a series of associations composed 
of joint representatives of manufacturers, jobbers and retail- 
ers, should be formed in other trades as well as in the hard- 
ware trade. 

A NEW COMMITTEE. 


These vast trade committees, after careful conferences, 
should in turn form another committee composesd of repre- 
sentatives of all the different trades, and this body—which 
could meet the catalogue houses at all points instead of at a 
single point which does not affect more than three per cent 
of their business—should plan an anti-catalogue fight which 
would lead to the speedy extermination of these houses. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES HAVE THEIR TROUBLES. 


It should be borne in mind that the path of the cata- 
logue house is no rosier than that of any other line of business 
endeavor. The Roberts people were unable to hold their end 
up in Minneapolis, and some time ago another catalogue house 
situated somewhere in the West went into bankruptcy. All 
of this goes to show how fallible these concerns are, and how 
easily they can be wiped out by a concentrated attack from 
retailing and jobbing interests.

The members of our committee would be 
pleased to answer communications which have an identity, 
but we have felt that articles that appear in trade papers 
without the signatures of the writers should not be dignified 
with a reply over the signature of our committee.” 


POSITIONS ARE DIFFERENT. 


This is all very well for a man in Mr. Fernley’s position, 
but how about a man in mine, whose commercial foothold is 
more precarious? I am an employe, being on the road most of 
the time, and while I sell to the jobbing trade the house I 
represent, like most others, does some catalogue house busi- 
ness. Now, I do not approve of this, but wouldn’t I be a —— 
fool to make a commercial martyr of myself by kicking about 
it even if I was rewarded as Mr. Fernley suggests by re- 
ceiving a reply over the signature of the Catalogue House 
Committee ? 

BUSINESS IS BUSINESS. 


Mr. Fernley is a shrewd thinker, 3 hard worker and a 
man of unusual insight into business conditions, but he over- 
looks the fact that business is no joke. 

I and many others have other mouths besides our own to 
feed. Of course I could earn a living as a book or washing 
machine agent, but I can make more in the special line of 
hardware which I have spent my life in selling than in any other. 
And I am not making such a bad living either, though I have 
to work hard for it. Now if I set my big “I am” on the cata- 
logue house question up against the firm in a trade paper like 
Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN and they didn’t like what I said 
and told be to retract it and I refused I would be “fired” for 
insubordination. 

Now you know that’s an ugly word and it would be 














hard; for me to get a new job, as a harsh construction would 
be put on my conduct by prospective employers. 


GAME IS NOT WORTH THE CANDLE. 


Now why undergo all this trouble just to sign your name 
to an article? My name, which we will call Walter Jenks, be- 
cause it isn’t that, does not carry great weight like that of a 
Fernley or a Bogardus and the idea advanced is the same

Such is my own case and I can readily imagine bigger 
bugs than myself to be in the same fix. I have heard certain 
men spoken of as faddists in this or that direction by their 
competitors merely on account of their signing their names 
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to certain articles. In one instance several years ago. one 


manufacturer told his salesme; , to tell the trade that the rea- 
son a certain concession could not be made was because John 
X. of the X. Co. had been against it in the association pool 
and as evidence of John X.’s stand, was not there his letter 
over his signature in a certain trade paper? The truth was, 
this manufacturer himself was “12th man” to speak “juryish- 
ly” but threw the onus on his competitor on account of the 
latter’s signature. 
THE BEST JUDGE IS WRITER HIMSELF. 

Now the whole case is just this. Sometimes it helps a 
man to sign a trade papér article, sometimes it hurts him. 
Isn't he a better judge as to whether it will help or hurt him 
than some one else?

C. H. Casey, Jordan, Minn., writes: 


GENERAL PLAN SHOULD BE FORMULATED. 


I do not think it a wise plan to have too many papers 
read, and give too much publicity to what we are doing or 
what we intend to do, to handicap the catalogue house man, 
for while we cannot hope to keep the matter secret entirely, 
yet the less you let the enemy know of your plans, the more 
effective they will be when the time for action comes. There 
is little doubt but that the catalogue house man, being a 
shrewd fellow, watches us in all our moves, and when he sees 
that we are liable to get in a good stiff body blow, he pre- 
pares to guard it off, or will have his remedies at hand. If 
each one will give the matter all the thought and study pos- 
sible, and go to the convention prepared to talk intelligently, 
and then let some general plan be formulated and acted upon, 
it will be more effective than all the resolutions and papers 
that ever were heard of. 


THE PARCELS POST. 

The parcels post bill ought to be given some attention, 
and my judgment would be that the more publicity, in the 
right way, that you give this the better it will be for the deal- 
ers, each of whom ought to read up on it, and whenever an 
opportunity offers, to go after it. 


ADVERTISING. 

The advertising question is one, I think, for each individ- 
ual merchant to determine for himself, and effects only those 
who do or do not use printer’s ink, and is not important to 
the trade as a whole. 


STORE MANAGEMENT. 

Store management is largely the same as advertising, 
though a sort of “experience meeting” along this line is a 
very good and interesting thing, and very helpful, especially 
to some of us “amateurs.” 


A DEAD ONE. 

The steel range peddler is a “dead one” though the wash- 
ing machine and fanning mill man have taken his place to 
some extent, and a little time spent on this might be profit- 
able. 

WILL HAVE THEIR HANDS FULL. 


I think if the National Association will devote their at- 
tention to the two subjects first mentioned they will have 
their hands full, for the present, and can accomplish more 
good .there than any other place than I can now see. 





SHOULD THOROUGHLY ORGANIZE.

We are not in favor of advertising catalogue houses, and 
it is our impression from start up to the present time, that 
the more discussion upon the question, the more business 
they do, to the detriment of the great army of hardware deal- 
ers, and we are of the opinion the motto should be, “Keep 
Mum,” but when the opportunity presents itself, “meet their 
prices” every time. 

PARCELS POST SHOULD BE DISCUSSED. 


Parcels post should be discussed thoroughly. Every mem- 
ber should try and make himself a committee of one to see 
that not only himself, or firm he represents, but as many of 
his fellow partners in business, should keep their congress- 
men and senators well posted upon this line.

ADVERTISING IS A NEEDED ACQUISITION,

clothing merchants in advertising, and the same has been a 
needed acquisition to the sales from the hardware store.

The subject of increasing the membership should be well 
and thoroughly written up. They should bring before every 
prospective member or members, every line and phrase of the 
entire benefits derived, weekly, monthly, and yearly by being 
associated with the state or National Association of Hard- 
ware Dealers.

MEETING EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE IOWA RE- 

TAIL HARDWARE DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION. 








On Sept. 29 the Board of Directors of the Iowa Re- 
tail Hardware Dealers’ Association met in Des Moines 
to consider the plans and arrangements for the seventh 
annual meeting of the Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association, a brief mention of which was made in our 
Oct. 9th issue. 

The meeting was held at the club rooms of the Kirk- 
wood Hotel and was attended by the following mem- 
bers: President S. R. Miles, Mason City; Directors, 
W. H. Millard, Cherokee; F. P. Bollinger, Afton; D. 
S. Stouffer, Iowa City; C. T. Gadd, Des Moines; T. 
A. Nichols, Burlington, and Secretary A. R. Sale, 
Mason City. The absent members of the board sent 
letters of regret for their inability to be present at the 
meeting. 

It was decided to hold the next annual convention 
of the association in Des Moines, on Feb. 8, 9 and 10, 
1905. The headquarters of the association will be at 
the Savery Hotel. The meetings of the association are 
to be held in the Commercial Exchange Hall. 

A large part of the time of this board session was 
given to a discussion of the features of the program 
of the three days’ meeting of the association. 

Among other things decided upon was that the 
executive sessions of the association should be extend- 
ed in time and be made exclusively executive. 

It was also arranged to make the question box a 
prominent feature of the program and to have the sec- 
retary write to all members of the hardware trade in 
Iowa, asking them to contribute questions for consider- 
ation. These subjects to be given to a sifting com- 
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mittee of the board, to summarize, and appoint suitable 
members to present the topics at the meetings of the 
association. 

It was thought by such a process, that the meeting 
could be made to appeal to a much larger number of the 
dealers, as this would give the officers of the associa- 
tion an opportunity to know just what would be of the 
most interest to the greatest number of the hardware 
people of Iowa. 

The association has made a splendid growth since 
the sixth annual meeting, held last February, having 
added eighty-five new members, or an addition of 
thirty-six per cent of the active members of the asso- 
ciation. 

When it is known that this addition to the member- 
ship has been made largely by correspondence, the in- 
terest in the affairs of the association may be well 
understood. 

A very conservative estimate, at this rate of growth, 
will see the seventh annual meeting of the lowa asso- 
ciation backed up by the active participation and sup- 
port of six hundred of the hardware dealers of Iowa. 

The insurance department of the association, the 
Iowa Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Insurance Associa- 
tion, is fast becoming a winning card of association 
work. Nearly one-half a million dollars of business 
has been written in the fifteen months since its organ- 
ization. Ninety per cent of this business has been 
secured without the expense of canvassing agents, 
having been procured by the secretary, through the 
means of correspondence. 

The loss item of the association has been very small 
($1.45), reflecting much credit upon the fine selection 
of risks that the association is enabled to place upon 
its books. 

These two features, the light expense of securing 
business, and the fine class of hazards secured, are two 
of the leading factors which go to make up the great 
success that has been achieved by the various hardware 
mutual insurance associations of the United States. 

When we review the work of the past year, and note 
what is being accomplished by the National Retail As- 
sociation, backed up, supplemented, and in many cases 
given its great initiative force by the state associations, 
and looking at the record of the various state hard- 
ware insurance associations, we find that the day is 
long past when the doubting Thomases can point the 
finger of scorn and say “What has the association ever 
accomplished ?”

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ACME BALL BEARING CASTER. 








The Smith & Hemenway Co., 296 Broadway, New 
York, are now manufacturers of the Acme ball bearing 
caster shown in the accompanying illustrations: 

It will be noted 
that they now have 
a steel bearing for 
the small balls to 
run on. This cone 
is very similar to 
that of a bicycle or 
automobile. The top 
of the caster con- 
taining a quantity of 
small balls, they are 
always in constant 
contact with the top 
of the large ball, because of the groove, as shown in 
the top of the caster, being in disform. When the 
caster is rolled, the balls go from 
right to left (according to the move- 
ment of the caster), roll off into the 
groove and return to enter again the 
bearing from the back side. It is ab- 
solutely impossible to break down this 
construction of the caster. 

Another improvement is shown in 
the solid rim instead of fingers or 
claws, which formerly held the balls 
in the shell. The solid rim is slightly 
over the center of the ball, and is 
beveled so as to hold the ball in the 
shell. This obviates any possible chance of the ball 
ever dropping from its original position. 

We are informed by the factory that they intend 
to make all their casters this way in future, but up to 
the present time, this is the first caster that has been 
made on the improved plan. Their business has im- 
proved so rapidly that they have had to increase their 
facilities very materially in order to keep up with 
their deliveries. From January up till August of this 
year they were thirty to thirty-five days behind in 
making deliveries on these goods, but with their im- 
proved facilities we are informed that they can now 
ship promptly. 

When shod with these casters heavy furniture, 
pianos, refrigerators, shoe rack tables, divans, as well 
as light furniture, can be moved with as much ease 
as an ordinary bicycle.

Under cover of Sept. 28th the following circular was 
sent to the trade by order of the Wholesale and Retail 
Hardware Joint Committee through T. James Fernley, 
general secretary: 

DIGEST OF PRICES 


In this mail we send you a digest, in convenient form, of 
the prices issued by the two principal Chicago catalogue 
houses that sell their goods direct to consumers. The object 


of issuing this digest is to familiarize the principals of job- 
bing houses and their buyers with the lines of goods handled 
by these catalogue houses and the prices they are making to 
consumers. This digest has been prepared by the wholesale 
and retail hardware joint committee and will be issued to job- 
bers only. It is expected another digest will be prepared 
shortly after the first of the year which will be distributed 
broadcast to the retail trade. This other digest will cover 
prices made in the new catalogues to be issued by catalogue 
houses. 
A VERY SIMPLE QUESTION. 

Notwithstanding some of the hair splitting articles writ- 
ten on this subject, this catalogue house question is a very 
simple one. Some of the side issues which have been raised 
are intended to divert attention from the main principles in- 
volved. Shorn of all technicalities and expressed in an A B C 
manner, the facts in regard to the catalogue house question 
are as follows: 

FIVE PER CENT CAUSES TROUBLE. 


More than 95 per cent of the hardware, cutlery and sport- 
ing goods sold in the United States is distributed through 
jobbers and retail dealers. Until recent years manufacturers 
have been satisfied with this method of distribution. Of late, 
however, several mammoth establishments have developed 
that buy direct from manufacturers and sell direct to con- 
sumers. Their voluminous catalogues are distributed broad- 
cast throughout the land. These catalogues do great damage 
to the jobbing and retail trade, not so much on account of 
sales that are made, but because they establish the standard of 
prices on many well knownt lines of goods for retail dealers. 
The success of several of these houses has encouraged others 
in the large trade centers to emter the same business, and a 
point has been reached when jobbers and retailers who are 
distributing 95 per cent of the goods consumed in the country 
on their lines must ask the manufacturers where they stand 
on this question. The methods of distributing goods through 
jobbers and retailers, and through catalogue houses selling 
direct to consumers, cannot exist side by side: Either one 
system or the other must prevail. 

A SIMPLE PERSPECTIVE. 

In order to get a simple perspective upon this question 
we will ask the jobbers who receive this Digest to put them- 
selves in the place of their retail customers and take their 
point of view of the situation. Opposite the prices of the 
Catalogue Houses enter your own selling prices to your retail 
customers. To these selling prices add twenty per cent to 
cover the cost of doing a retail business. To this add just 
five per cent for a net profit. In other words, add twenty-five 
five per cent to your selling prices to the retail trade. Then 
compare the prices you have reached with the prices at which 
the goods are offered by the catalogue houses, and you will 
clearly realize the position in which the retail dealer finds 
himself in meeting this class of competition. 

INTERESTS ARE IDENTICAL, 


In this issue the interests of the retail dealer and the 
jobber are identical. Every dollar’s worth of goods sold by 
the catalogue house is not sold by the retail dealer or the 
jobber. If this system of distribution increases it means a 
decrease in the distribution of goods through jobbers and 
retailers. A manufacturer who claims to be a friend of the 
jobber and retailer cannot consistently help build up a system 
which means the elimination of both jobber and retailer. 

MANUFACTURERS HAVE BEEN GENEROUSLY TREATED. 


The manufacturers of this country have been very gener- 
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ously treated by its people. More and larger fortunes have 
been made in manufacturing in the last twenty-five years than 
in either jobbing or retailing. Conditions have favored the 
manufacturer. In the first place, the manufacturer has profited 
largely by our patent laws, giving him seventeen years’ ex- 
clusive use of patents on both machinery and articles manu- 
factured. This has led not only to his controlling the busi- 
ness on such articles, but to be absolutely master of the 
situation in regard to profits. 
COMBINATIONS. 


The manufacturers of the country have been especially 
favored by our tariff laws, which have practically given them 
the control, without foreign competition, of the markets of 
the United States. 

Notwithstanding the protection of patents and the pro- 
tection of the tariff, in order to protect themselves against 
competition in their own ranks a large number of the impor- 
tant manufacturers in our line of business have formed com- 
binations or selling arrangements, which have practically 
eliminated competition and have guaranteed to them large 
profits. 

AN EMPHATIC PROTEST. 

To these things the jobbers and retailers of the country 
have submitted, but when many of the leading manufacturers, 
upon whom we depend for our supplies, go still further and 
encourage a system of doing business which means, in its 
natural development, the wiping out of the jobbing and re- 
tailing business as it exists to-day, we think it is high time 
for both jobbers and retailers to enter an emphatic protest. 

QUESTION SHOULD BE AGITATED. 


It has been suggested to us from some sources that it 
would be best to allow this question to rest; that the mere 
agitation of the question will make it worse, etc., etc. Let us 
ask in reply, Have the manufacturers of this country allowed 
questions to rest which were against their interest? When 
questions pertaining to a reduction of the tariff have been 
before our representatives in the national capitol, have the 
manufacturers of the country been conspicuous by their atti- 
tude of allowing things to rest, with the hope that they 
would work themselves out? As a matter of fact, is it not 
well known that whenever any question has been raised 
against the interest of the manufacturers, that they have 
immediately been found to be active and united in looking 
out for the protection of their own interests? Therefore, 
why should the associated jobbers and retailers be criticized 
for having formed a joint committee to look out for their 
mutual interests? 

MATTER SHOULD BE TAKEN UP WITH MANUFACTURERS. 


This committee respectfully asks every jobber who re- 
ceives this Digest to give the prices shown therein his most 
careful consideration, not forgetting the twenty-five per cent 
the retail dealer must add to the jobber’s selling price in order 
to make a net profit of five per cent. We ask the jobbers to 
take up this matter with their buyers, and to have their buyers 
take up this question in a forcible manner with the repre- 
sentatives of the manufacturers whose goods are shown in 
this Digest. 

PRICES SHOULD BE REGULATED. 

It is our opinion that a manufacturer can best show his 
friendship for the jobbing and retail hardware trade by not 
selling catalogue houses that sell direct to consumers; but if 
he insists upon selling this class of trade, then he should regu- 
late their prices so that the retail dealer can meet these prices 
and have a fair margin of profit left after paying the neces- 
sary expenses of doing business. A differential of ten per 
cent does not protect the retail dealer, as this is very much 
less than the average cost of doing business of the retailers of 
this country. 

JORBERS HAVE SACRIFICED A LARGE VOLUME OF BUSINESS. 


All the prominent hardware jobbers in the United States, 
without exception, have agreed not to sell any goods to cata- 
logue houses. They have sacrificed a large volume of business 
in taking this stand. Is it too much for us to ask the manu- 
facturers, from whom we buy our goods, to stand by us in 
this movement? The manufacturers of the country, having 
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had their profits protected by the patent laws, by the tariff 
and by various combinations, pools and selling arrangements, 
should certainly be willing to grant some share of this “pro- 
tection” to their wholesale and retail customers by consider- 
ing the interests of those dealers who distribute ninety-five 
per cent of their products. 


THEIR PRIDE IS RUFFLED. 

It is quite evident from our experience with certain 
manufacturers that they are slow in admitting our claims, not 
because they do not see the justice of our cause, not because 
they care particularly for the business of the catalogue houses, 
but more because it ruffles their pride to be called to task 
in this matter. Most of these manufacturers have grown 
great from very small beginnings. Is it wise for them to 
allow their spirit of pride and independence to unduly 
influence them in considering this question? Many manufac- 
turers have not hesitated to direct and control the selling of 
their goods through the jobbers. This control was claimed to 
be for the common good. The jobbers have not talked of 
“coercive measures.” Therefore, when the jobbers turn to the 
manufacturers with certain suggestions they consider for the 
good of the wholesale and retail trade, should not their views 
be treated with equal respect?

GUN AND AMMUNITION WINDOW. 








The following window was dressed by R. L. Weller 
of the H. H. Tompkins Hardware Co., Leadville, Col., 
and won the fourth prize in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
Window Display Competition. This window was neat 
in design and was the cause of largely increasing their 
gun sales this year over last. The deer head gave a 
neat and lasting impression that the game season was 
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In this nail puller the foot is 
mounted male and female. This 
reduces the wear on the pin to a 
minimum and always insures a cor- 
rect alignment of the jaws. 

Mounting the jaws male and 
female enables a pin to be used in- 
stead of a rivet, reduces the wear, 
and the side walls will not permit 
the jaws to spring apart sidewise. 
The foot is so shaped that twice 
as much power can be developed as 
in the ordinary shaped foot, it is 
claimed, the result being that 
harder holding nails can be pulled 
than with any other puller. No 
springs are used, a small ball of 
metal on the end of the foot serv- 
ing as a counterweight and taking 
its place. 

The shank has a handle and 
hand-guard forged integral with it. 
This prevents the hand from being 
pinched or bruised by the ram. 
The shank is built on the model of 
an eye-beam, thus combining the 
greatest strength with extreme lightness. Through-

GREATER INTEREST IS BEING SHOWN IN STEAM 
AND HOT WATER HEATING. 





The Chicago Chronicle of September 25 contains an 
excellent article on the “Economic Modern Heating 


View,” from which the following excerpts are made: 
“At the present time property owners of all classes are 
more and more becoming interested in forms of apparatus for 
steam and water warming which burn hard and soft coal or 
coke, and which extract and utilize such a large measure 
of the heat value of coal that the demand for such apparatus 
is rapidly increasing.

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PATTERN FOR OBLONG BASE WITH HOLE AT 
ONE SIDE OF CENTER. 





To make pattern for oblong base with hole at one 
side of center, first draw one-half of plan, as in Fig. 1. 
Dotted lines in diagram show other half to complete 
the plan. Next divide the outer one-quarter circle 
into any number of equal parts, in this case three, and 
number the points A, B, C and D. Then divide inner 
one-quarter circle into the same number of parts and 
number them A’, B’, C’ and D’. Connect the points 
thus found with point A on outer circle. Then D D’ 
and A are a portion of an oblique cone, D’ being the 
apex. With D’ as a center and radii D’, C D’, B D’ A 
respectively describe arcs intersecting line D’ D at 
points O, R and V. At point D’, on line D D’, erect 
perpendicular line S to the given height. Connect the 
points O, R, V and D with point S, thus establishing 
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the true length of the generating curves of the cone. 
Now at right angles to the lines A C’, A B’ and A A’, 
erect perpendicular lines C’ C”, B’ B” and A’ A”, each 
equal to the given height, and connect the points C”, 
B” and A” to point A. This completes the measure- 
ments from which to draw the pattern. I have only 
used one-quarter of plan to show the principles in- 
volved to develop one-quarter of pattern, as the same 
principles are involved in drawing the remainder. 

To draw the pattern: Draw any line S D (Fig. 2) 
equal to S D (Fig. 1). With S as a center and radii 
S V, S R, S O, respectively, describe the indefinite 
arcs V, O, R. Then with a radius equal to any one 
of the parts of the outer circle, Fig. 1 (as D C), and 
with D, V and O as centers, describe arcs intersecting 
the indefinite arcs at points V, O and R; connect these 
points with point S and we have one-quarter of oblique 
cone D D’ A, as called for in plan. Then with R as 
center (Fig. 2) and radii equal to A” C”, A’ B”, A A”, 
respectively (Fig. 1), describe indefinite arcs C”’, B” 
and A” (Fig. 2). Then with a radii equal to any one 
of the parts of inner circle (as D’ C’, Fig. 1) and with 
S’, C’ and B’ as centers, describe arcs intersecting in- 
definite arcs at points C’, B’ and A”. Connect these 
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points with point R and we have that portion of the 
pattern bounded by the points D’, A’, A of the plan. 
Then with R as a center and a radius equal to A A’ 
(Fig. 1, the flat side of that portion), describe the in- 
definite arc O (Fig. 2). With A” as center (Fig. 2) 
and a radius equal to the given height at point A’ 
(Fig. 1), describe an are intersecting the arc O, thus 
establishing point A’ in pattern. Draw free hand 
curved line through points D, V, O, R and connect 
point R to A” with straight line; also A’ to A”. Then 
draw curved line through points S. C’, B’, A”: This 
completes the one-quarter section of pattern. Allow 
for all lock or lap seams.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

A further strengthening of the buying movement 
along all lines is to be noted. All indications point to a 
most prosperous fall and winter trade for iron and 
steel producers. Not since the heavy business of a 
vear and a half ago have such encouraging symptoms 
manifested themselves. Iron and steel products to the 
amount of 45,000 tons have been exported by the larg- 
est producer since Oct. 1. The total for the month 
will undoubtedly exceed 130,000 tons, and it 
deemed wise to raise the price on certain export goods 
$1 per ton. Local railroads are beginning to consider 
bids for rolling stock, and in the next few weeks will 
probably close centracts for between 12,000 and 15,000 
The filling of these orders will necessitate an 
enormous amount of iron and steel shapes. Ship 
builders for the great lakes report orders for thirteen 
new vessels. The demand for merchant steel has in- 
creased very greatly and promise to continue. 

Perhaps the most startling event of the week was 
the withdrawal of most Southern furnaces from the 
market for both 1904 and 1905 deliveries. The output 
of most of the furnaces has been bought up for the re- 
maining months of the present year, and this stand on 
the part of producers was taken doubtless to force 
higher prices for next year’s shipments. Prices for 
southern, No. 2 foundry, are now at the $10 Birming- 
ham basis, or $13.65, Chicago.

No formal announce- 
ment of the advance was made, but as this is the only 
price at which southern irons can be obtained, and as 
most interests refuse to sell at all, our quotation seems 
justified. One southern furnace announced that or- 
ders for 1905 delivery would be considered after Dec. 
Ist, but not before. Southern silicon irons are very 
firm and it is only a matter of time before these like- 
wise will be advanced in price. Southern producers 
seem to have the situation well in hand and to be acting 
unanimously and by concerted action. 

We have changed our quotations on northern irons 
slightly, though no announcement was made and the 
old prices are still to be obtained on desirable business. 
Many furnaces are asking 25 cents more per ton than 
last week, however, and a week of heavy buying will 
probably force the lower quotations from the market. 
Ohio strong softeners are higher than a week ago, 
and Lake Superior charcoal is firm at $15.25. 

Foundry coke is selling well, but, notwithstanding 
the good demand, there is a superabundance on the 
market, and prices are accordingly somewhat ragged. 
Connellsville, 72-hour, standard grades are offered at 
from $4.55 to $4.65 Chicago, while first-class, low sul- 
phur foundry coke of good essence is to be had from 
the Virginias and Pennsylvania at from $4 to $4.25, 
Chicago. 

Tron ore shipments from upper lake points for Sep- 
tember were 4,006,442 tons, an increase of 1,059,803 
tons over last year. The season to Oct. 1 shows 13,- 
622,438 tons, a decrease of 5,754,055 tons. The whole 
season of 1903 showed 23,649,550 tons from these 
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points and with no further increase during October and 
November the present season’s total will be 17,895,495 
tons, 


BILLETS. 


Prices are being held firmly and there is a fair de- 
mand. Axle billets are selling very heavily. We 
quote association prices, Chicago delivery, on Bessemer 
and open-hearth billets, 4x4 and larger, up to .25 car- 
bon, $22.50; up to and including .60 carbon, $1 extra. 
Billets 37g inches and smaller, and sheet and tin bars 
$24.50. Wire rods, $26.50 to $27 Pittsburg. 


IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


Though implement makers, the largest consumers of 
these products, have long since laid in their season’s 
supply, business continues very active and mills are 
hard pressed to keep up deliveries. New business is 
exceptionally heavy for this time of the year. One 
order was received during the week for 8,000 tons of 
steel bars, and numerous smaller orders have brought 
the total to a high tonnage. Specifications are all that 
could be desired and will continue active. Hoops and 
soft steel angles are in fair demand. We quote mill 
shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Soft steel 
bars, 1.40c to 1.46%4c; soft steel angles, less than 3x3, 
1.5614c; hoops, 1.71%c.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Conditions are not such as to warrant a pessimistic 
outlook and dealers seem to realize this fact. Orders 
have been pouring in for all the strictly seasonable 
products and in many cases these orders are duplicates 
of earlier orders for the same goods. With 600,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat safely stored away, to be sold at 
high prices, and a 2,200,000,000-bushel corn crop await- 
ing deliyery, it is reasonable to expect that farmers will 
find it desirable to invest more bounteously than usual 
in the various goods of life. Government reports in- 
dicate an oats crop of 888,500,000 bushels and a decid- 
ed improvement both in quantity and quality. Barley 
and rye both seem to be in good condition, while buck- 
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wheat, tobacco and potatoés have not been more en- 
couraging in the last ten years. Rice is the only pro- 
duce which has shown any tendency toward deteriora- 
tion. 


Not since 1892, the banner year for all industries and 
the year before the financial crisis, have there been so 
many building permits issued by the local city govern- 
ment. The resulting needs for builders’ hardware will 
probably exceed all preconceived convictions regarding 
the prospects for the season. Furnace, supplies and 
stove trimmings are in excellent demand. Stove repair 
dealers report heavy and numerous orders. Sleds, 
skates and other winter goods are moving well and the 
orders for these products significantly call for the better 
class of goods. Rifles, pistols, guns and ammunition 
are popular, and both jobbers and manufacturers fe- 
port a good feeling in this line. Lanterns are having 
their season and are fulfilling previous estimates. Wire 
nails and goods are unchanged with less shading of 
prices.
